The 40-cent tax rate proposal to be submitted 
Aug. 8 calls upon Venice school district voters to 
decide whether to authorize annual spending total¬ 
ing $795,000. up $151,000 from the present level 
for all funds. 

Reasons being cited are increases in equipment 
costs and employee salaries, plus the cumulative 
effect of gradual enrollment expansion. The current 
$1.69 total tax rate and $1.25 educational fund 
rate are among the lowest in this region, and are 
explained by the comparatively high assessed valu¬ 
ation in past years. Railroad assessment changes 
now are reducing the valuation-per-pupil ratio. 

The necessity for a tax referendum contrasts 
with the situation of recent years in which the 
Venire school system has been far wealthier than 
many neighboring districts. Whether school Voters 
are willing to approve a full 40-cent educational 
fund rate boost, maximum that can be proposed at 
one time, may depend to a degree on their confi¬ 
dence in continued expansion of competitive sealed 
bid procedures. 

The pledge that at least some of the.40-cent 
higher tax rate will not be utilized immediately indi¬ 
cates that the school board is willing to give due 
regard to economy and efficiency along with main¬ 
taining the quality of the instructional program. In 
view of the large number of current problems, in¬ 
cluding the future of Lincoln high school, voters 
may well decide to eliminate the existing financial 
limitation as a problem, freeing the board and staff 
to concentrate on other matters. 

If the proposal fails, a factor contributing to 
the defeat might be dissatisfaction over the board 
policy of providing only one polling place.
